FROM THE PULPIT. 
‘THE NECESSITY FOR GOD. 


~Notes of a’sermon by the Rev. 
J. Kirk Maconachie at Union 
Church on Sunday morning :— 
“Whom havel ih heaven but 
o Thee? And there is none upon 
earth that I desire ‘beside Thee.” 
—Psalm 73/25. 
” These words occur ih one of the 
few old Testament passages 
_ which appear to, contemplate a 
future life with any distinctness. 
Perturbed by life’s perplexities 
until his faith ‘had almost left 
him, the Psalmist finds himself in 
the end more sure than ever that 
. there is a just and wise God who 
rules the lives of men. He be-' 
» Heves he is being led on a course 
which will find its completion 
-. beyond the present life, where, as 
hero, he will: be able to say “I 
am continually. with Thee.” 
> “That iswhat makes a continuity 
. between here and- the hereafter; 
as St. Paul put it,“ To me-to live 
is. Christ,” adding, “ and to die is 
gain,” because it would be:more 
Perhaps to the ordinary man of 
ordinary moods, feelings like 
those of the Psalmist seem over- 
wrought. Hoe seems to be remote 
from our state of mind, concerned 
as. we, have to be with very 
‘mundane affairs. ‘And yet this 
longing of the soul for God may 
be the deepest and truest thing 
. in us average men after all. 
are nottocall ourselves hypoc rites 
for j joining in “Nearer my God 
to Thee” in the:Sunday hour 
. although much in our weekday 
experiences’ seems most unlike 
it. When it.comes to the pinch, 
the aspiration of the hymn is 
. truer than anything else for us. 
When ‘the Titanic was going 
down on that -first and final 
voyage, the bandmaster's instinct 
was to strike up the familiar 
strain, and ‘the very’ mixed 
multitude -of men and women

rf.and the only interpretation 
‘of _ life from beginning 
to end is that. it isa journey 
|; whose goal is God. . There is no 
y other way of investing life with 
rational meaning, or of finding 
-in death anything but the cul- 
mination of disappointments.

B.- and there is that in the human 


heart which feels this, little

Thave wondered of late whether 
we aréinneed of a clear lesson 


on this very danger at the present’ 


time. We had all’been looking 
forward after the war to life 
being made safer, ampler, happier 
than ‘éver it had been before, 
That time is slow, not.in coming, 
—we could not expect it to have 
come" yet—but in beginning to 
come.. It is almost as if the 
cold shadow ofa great disappoint- 
ment were beginning to threaten. 
Far be‘it from me to say it is so, 
but I think ita fair quéstion for 
consideration. So many big dis- 
appointments .we have had dur- 
ing recent generations. Political 
reforms. were .to have brought 
happiness, for instance. How 
men strove and suffered to 
get. the vote, and what great 
things they hoped for from it, 
yet now so little has been gained 
that in despair they are looking 
toward Bolshevism. Then what 
was not expected from the ad- 
vances -of pbysical science—a 
whole new. heaven and earth 
seemed to be in prospect, -yet to- 
day who will be orer-confident 
that humanity and the world are 
so greatly the better for it ? 

We have now this supreme 
deliverance from the enemy and 
the political, intellectual and 
commercial yoke he threatened 
us with: -Are we to, be disap- 
pointed once again? TE sé it will 
only t be for the old reason, which 
is our atheism. Persistently we 
e|try todo without God, to build 
without a corner-stong, to civilise 
and content ourselves on a plane 
which is only material We 
know better, yet so behave. 
Except as a source of supplies 
vast numbers seem to ‘have no 
use for God at all. They may 
turn to Him in emergencies, not 
in real faith but as a despairing 
chance, but what they really want 
is to be left alone to go their 
ways. We are setting out ona 
period of “ reconstruction.”, Pray 
that it be oot just pretty. much 
with the old materials and the 
old objects—-to build a temple of 
happiness rather than a temple of 
God, which is the surest. way to 
miss the happiness we seek. It 
is quite certain that the world 
after the war will be better than 
the world before it just by how 
much, and no more, it gives a 
fuller place to-God. The prin- 
ciple involved applies not only 
to the life which now is ‘but also 
to that which is to’come: I pass 
therefore to the first clause of 
my text, taking it second in 
order: “Whom have I in heaven 
but Thee?” Hitherto it has béen 
held that whatever might be the 
case here, in the hereafter every- 
thing would centre’ upon the 
realised presence of God, His 
nobler worship and better service 
in a atate redeemed from sin. We 
are now, however offered what 
purports to be new’ revelation, 
Since the war a quickened atten- 
tion has been paid to the. problems 
of the life beyond the grave, in- 
evitably, seeing how many of our 
hopeful.-aud well’ beloved wero 
rapt from us untimely. “Books on
